CHENGTU, Szechuan Province, 
China, Dec. 26. (/P>—New report* 
of an earthquake in Southern 
Szechuan told today of whole vil¬ 
lages being swept down mountain 
sidee, carrying all their inhabi¬ 
tants to death. 

Details of the quake, which oo- 
curred Dec. 18, remained frag¬ 
mentary, however. 

Think Thousands Dead 

Authorities said it was impos¬ 
sible to determine yet the exact ex¬ 
tent of the disaster because o< 
shattered communications and the 
remoteness of the afflicted area, 
but expressed belief the number of 
deaths probably would mount to 
the thousands. 

The Chinese advices said village* 
and forts of the primitive Lol^ 
tribespeople, perched near moun¬ 
tain tops for protection from at¬ 
tack, were precipitated into thj 
valleys.

Where are we heading? Back to prohibition, say many. In¬ 
cluded in this number are some who are not radical on the sub¬ 
ject.

A woman, who for 20 years has 
held one of the highest charges 
her community can bestow, ap¬ 
peared this morning before the 
court tribunal to hoar action be¬ 
gun that would snatch away her 
trust. 

She is Justine Whitney, Orange 
county recorder. She appeared 
before Presiding Judge George K. 
Scovel in superior court, depart¬ 
ment No. 3. She was to answer an 
ll-point accusation of willful ami 
corrupt misconduct in connection 
with the handling of county funds, 
filed by the grand jury, Dec. 11. 

Demurrer Filed 

But she did not have to answer 
it today. Her attorney, O. A. 
Jacobs, filed a demurrer to the ac¬ 
cusation. The court set next Mon¬ 
day at 9 a. m. as the time for ar¬ 
guing the demurrer. The demurrer, 
in effect, objects to the accusation 
on the ground that it doo3 not 
charge a real offense against Miss 
W’hitney. The court on Monday 
may overrule the demurrer. In that 
case Miss Whitney will be called 
upon to answer the accusation at 
once, or on a date set by the eonrt 

Relates t» Ouster 

Today's proceedings related to 
the move of the grand jury to oust 
Miss Whitney from office, and had 
no hearing upon the indictment by 
the grand jury in which she was 
charged with appropriating county 
funds to her own use. However, 
today's ease has an important re¬ 
lation to the indictment, in the 
opinion of many observers, who 
predict that if Miss Whitney is re¬ 
moved from office, there is a prob¬ 
ability that the indictment will not 
be tried. 

Mr. Jacobs represents Miss 
Whitney only I the ouster mat¬ 
ter. Her attorney on the indict¬ 
ment case is S. B. Kaufman, form¬ 
er district attorney, who was in 
office at the time the alleged ir¬ 
regularities were noticed two 
years ago and were not made pub¬ 
lic. 

Appears Nervous 

The court may sustain the . 
demurrer, with leave to amend. In 
that case Assistant District At¬ 
torney James L. Davis will make 
the necessary changes in the accu- i 
sation and the proceedings will go 
forward again. If the court should j 
sustain the demurrer without I 
leave to amend, the case will be 
finished and there would be no 
trial unless the grand jury filed j 
another accusation or similar in¬ 
strument. 

Miss Whitney entered the court¬ 
room shortly before 10 o'clock, j 
the time set for the hearing, and j 
walked heavily to her place in- I

SHANGHAI, Dec. 26. (A4—Maj.

No Damage Done Here 
By Earthquake On 
Christmas Day 

Many Santa Anans who had 
planned to sleep later than 9:15 
a. m. yesterday suddenly changed 
their schedule and leaped out of 
bed when a sharp, bouncing earth¬ 
quake struck the city. The dis¬ 
turbance was judged by many to 
have been the most severe since 
that of March 10, 1933. 

Instead of a swaying motion 
the temblor seemed to move 


CHICAGO, Dec. 26. UPt—Bitter 
j cold and heavy snow held most of 
the nation in an icy embrace to¬ 
day. 

Ninety-six persons lost their 
| lives by freezing and exposure 
i or in traffic accidents. Iowa, 
Illinois and Wisconsin each 
had two deaths by freezing and 
single deaths were reported in 
Missouri, New Jersey, Arizona. 
Indiana, Tennessee, Montana and 
North Dakota. 

Blinding snowstorms were re¬ 
ported with many fatalities. Icy 
Pavements added to the aeath list. 

The warmest spot in the nation 
yesterday was Phoenix, Ariz., 
where residents basked in a maxi¬ 
mum of 78 under warm, clear 
skies. Another comfortable spot 
was Seward, Alaska, where the i 
day's high was 43 degrees. 

Devil’s Lake, N. D., offered 18 
degrees below zero, the coldest in I 
the nation. At Bismarck, N. D., it ! 
was minus eight degrees. 

Snow was general throughout 
the great central plains area, | 
where the thermometer was drop¬ 
ping sharply. 

Coldest weather was forecast j 
for Dixie, although no citrus'fruit j 
damage was expected. 

Sharp drops in temperature | 
were predicted for New York and j 
New England with a light fall of i 
snow. The Pacific coast states en¬ 
joyed normal temperatures, al-1 
though snow and cold visited parts J 
of Washington and Oregon. 


GROSS HERINGEN, German*

Steps For Settlement 
Of Rights To River 
Flow Are Taken 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 26. UP) 
A 300-foot section of Lone moun¬ 
tain, in the western part of the 
city, slid 75 feet into Francisco 
Heights subdivision shortly aft¬ 
er midnight today, breaking wa¬ 
ter and gas mains and electric 
lines. 

The slide started within 60 feet 
of the west dormitory of the San 
Francisco college for women, 
where 25 sisters of the Sacred 
Heart were awakened as a trans¬ 
former exploded and burned be¬ 
low. Pavement was lifted 20 feet 
into the air. 


Orange, Riverside and San Ber¬ 
nardino counties today had taken a 
big stride toward settlement of dif¬ 
ferences over water rights on the 
Santa Ana river.

Here are the answers! You 
who came along before 1900 can 
guess at convictions and be¬ 
havior traits of those under 25. 
Several Santa Ana youth lead¬ 
ers have told you what they 
know about the young ones. 
Here, however, is the testimony 
from 39 of them from 17 to 22 
years old, to give you the whole 
story. 

The group chosen to answer a 
written questionnaire represent¬ 
ed an average cross-section of 
modem youth in Santa Ana. 
Twenty-one boys and 18 girls, 
none of whom I knew, were in¬ 
cluded. Some of the questions 
they preferred not to answer 
but a fair proportion of answers 
resulted. Their answers to the 
questionnaire were submitted, 
unsigned, and compiled apart 
from anyone who knew them.

Purchase of three tractors and 
a light truck to be used on the 
South Main street extension proj¬ 
ect has been authorized by the 
board of supervisors.

Romantic and financial secrets in 
the life of Thelma Todd were in¬ 
vestigated today in a search for 
new evidence concerning her 
death. 

Deputy District Attorney U. U. 
Blalock said two Hollywood men, 
unmentioned before in the case, 
but reputed to have enjoyed the 
golden-haired comedienne’s confi¬ 
dence, will be questioned by de¬ 
tectives. 

‘Marvelous Romance’ 

The interrogation will center on 
what information they may have 
regarding the identity of a “San 
Francisco business man,” with 
whom the actress assertedly dis¬ 
closed she was having a "marvel¬ 
ous romance.” 

The district attorney’s office has 
received a written statement by 
Roland West, close friend of Miss 
Todd, on the arrangements for the 
operation and ownership of the 
Sidewalk cafe which bore her 
name, attaches said. 

Invested No Money 

The statement revealed the pair 
had a verbal agreement by which 
she was to be given the cafe, if 
he died before she did, attaches 
said. It denied Miss Todd had 
invested her own money in the 
enterprise, the cafe buildings be¬ 
ing in the name of West’s es¬ 
tranged wife, Jewel Carmen, 
former actress. 

“The grand jury, meeting 
again tomorrow, wants to find 
out all about this deal, which 
apparently was somewhat unu¬ 
sual,” Blalock declared. 

A report that a throat lacera¬ 
tion was noted when the autopsy 
was being performed on the act¬ 
ress’ body was refuted by Coun¬ 
ty Autopsy Surgeon A. F. Wag¬ 
ner, who said the only mark was 
a slight injury about her lips, ap¬ 
parently suffered when her head 
struck the steering wheel of her 
automobile. The actress was 
found dead in the machine in a 
garage behind her cafe a week 
ago Monday. 

Accident Upheld 

Police said today their theory 
of accidental death from carbon 
monoxide poisoning, which also 
was expressed in the inquest ver¬ 
dict, has received substantiation 
from a report by City Chemist 
Ray Pinkert. 

Pinkert determined that carbon 
monoxide was present in blood 
scraped from the door and run¬ 
ning board of the Todd automo¬ 
bile. This shows conclusively, po¬ 
lice said, that the actress was 
not injured before she entered the 
garage, but that she suffered the 
cut about her mouth when she 
collapsed from the effect of the 
engine fumes. 


They reasoned that Miss Todd, 
returning from a Hollywood par¬ 
ty early Sunday morning, found 
herself locked out of the cafe, 
went to the garage to keep warm, 
and started the motor of her au¬ 
tomobile.

"The constitution,” Captain Peri¬ 
gord caid, "is the condensation of 
the political thinking and learning 
of the greatest political thinkers 
of all time. Its origin dates back 
to the ancient times, and today i 3 
the greatest document of its kind 
ever written by the hand of man. 
Our constitution is not to he 
trifled with, and it is absolute 
folly for anyone to think that our 
constitutional form of government 
can ever successfully he patterned 
after any other form.” 

In discussing the present eco¬ 
nomic crisis, Capt. Perigord ex¬ 
pressed a belief that the great¬ 
est problem confronting civiliza¬ 
tion today is the question of dis¬ 
tribution of goods. 

"We have solved the problem of 
production in that we have enough 
for everybody,” he said. “How¬ 
ever, there are thousands who are 
starving, while still other thou¬ 
sands have plenty. The solution 
to the problem, is to increase the 
purchasing power of the masses. 
Cut down the profits of the pro¬ 
ducers to the point where they 
will have steady incomes and at 
the same time be providing for 
more employes. It is far better 
that a man work for an employ¬ 
er rather than the government, 
he said, and unless business cares 
for our people, then government

Must have been an unpleasant 
sort of celebration for ’em, how¬ 
ever, wondering which one was 
going to become ill next. We wish 
’em the best of luck, anyway. 


"Did you ever hear about the 
robbers' cave in Laguna?” That 
was the astounding question asked 
by Mrs. Oscar Warling, who first 
visited Laguna 60 years ago. “I 
J can remember my first trip down 
here just as plain as if it were 
yesterday,” she went on. "There 
: was only one house in Laguna 
j proper then, and that belonged to 
Henry Goff. My grandfather, 
Henry Rogers, owned all the land 
around what is now Temple Hills, 
and the Woman's club. He had 
taken up all this land from the 
I government. Everybody raised 
j sheep in those days. Say, there 
| were sheep ranches from Ralboa 
all the way down to San Diego.” 

"And don’t forget all the wild 
cattle and horses that roamed the 
hills then, too,” her husband con¬ 
tributed as he came in. “A fella 
j had to pack two guns to be safe 
in those days. There were rustlers 
and bands of robbers likely to 
stick you up. And those wild 
cattle were mean critters, too. A 
man wasn’t safe on foot. You had 
to have a horse under you every 
place you went, and plenty of 
shootin’ apparatus if the horse 
went down from under you.” 

"Say, you tell what you know 
about that robbers’ cave,” sug¬ 
gested Mrs. Warling to her hus¬ 
band. "He seems to want to know 
about that.” 

Seeing is believing, so we went 
up Laguna canyon two miles to 
j have a look at it. We stopped 
i the car just before starting around 
that long, 85 degree turn. On 
the right, headed towards Santa 
Ana, the hills shoot almost 

straight up to a rocky ridge out- 
j lined against the sky. 

"There. Can you see that cave 
that goes back under the rock?” 
Mrs. Warling pointed to a deep, 
natural declevity just below the 
top, so plain that anybody could 
spot. "The story goes that—. 
Well, first, before I tell you about 
the robbers, look over here on the 
other side of the road. Old Man 
Fountain used to live back in 
there. He built a shack—the first 
one up the canyon—and he mar¬ 
ried an Indian squaw who used 
to cook pancakes for the robbers 
when they were hiding up there. 
But, say, Oscar, maybe you’d bet¬ 
ter tell about the robbers.” 

"Well," said Oscar, scuffling his 
trim cowboy boots, "all I know 
about it is the stories that went 
around when I was a boy. Now 
if you’ll notice," he said, pointing 
up to the cave, “there's plenty of 
space for a bunch of bad hombres 
to hide out in there. And an¬ 
other thing, they could see all 
the way to Santa Ana, including 
every road and trail that led down 
to Laguna or El Toro. They’d 
spot their victims from their 
perch up there, then go over the 
ridge and, hiding behind rocks, 
surprise ’em with a stick-up.” 

The telling and the locale of 
this yarn was so realistic that 
it seemed strange that a ki- 
yipping band of masked bandits 
didn’t suddenly swirl around the 
bend in a cloud of dust and un- 
heroically frisk their own his¬ 
torians.

Harold G. Hoffman’s press 
representative announced today j 
the governor had authorized him 
to say "at the present time" he 
did not contemplate a reprieve for 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann should 
the court of pardons refuse 
clemency. 

The announcement was mad» as 
a reply to published reports that 
the governor would grant Haupt¬ 
mann a 30-day stay of execution 
if the pardons court fails to act. 

Authorized To Speak 
William Conklin, the press rep¬ 
resentative, said Governor Hoff¬ 
man would not be at his state 
house office today, but had au¬ 
thorized him to say “at the pres¬ 
ent time I have no such plan in 
mind.” 

Previously, the governor had 
said any report of a contemplated 
reprieve was "unauthorized.” 

A last-minute reprieve would 
not be unusual. One was granted 
John Favorito, the last man to go 
to the chair at state prison, and 
another was recently granted a 
Negro, Romaine Johnson, whose 
new death sentence has been fixed | 
for next week. 

Has Reprieve. Power 
The governor has power to | 
grant reprieves any time within 
DO days after Dec. 13 the date 
Hauptmann was re-sentenced to 
die. The court of pardons which \ 
has the power to commute Haupt- . 
mann’s sentence to life imprison¬ 
ment, will meet on Monday to con- j 
aider another matter and may act 
on his plea at that time

Agriculttfral engineering proj¬ 
ects included a survey of com¬ 
parative pumping costs between 
individual and mutually owned 
pumping plants, a survey of power 
costs on electric and natural gas 
engine driven pumps, establish¬ 
ment of the El Toro Soil Conser¬ 
vation demonstration area, and 
soil, crop and water use survey on 
gum club area. 

Other Activities 

Field demonstrations, farm calls 
and rural educational projects 
were carried on with all crop 
groups and farm bureau depart¬ 
ments in the county, including 
avocado, beekeepers, citrus, dairy, 
truck, forestry, 4-H agricultural 
and clothing clubs, farm home, 
poultry and walnuts. 

The statistical summary of the 
agricultural extension service an¬ 
nual report showed the following 
activities: 96 demonstration meet¬ 
ings with an attendance of 5493; 
19 demonstration tours with an 
attendance of 767; 110 project 

committee meetings with an at¬ 
tendance of 2853; 12 institutes and 
field days with an attendance of 
2239; 66 farm center meetings 
with an attendance of 4875, and 
numerous miscellaneous meetings; 
1896 farm visits made; 7266 office 
calls and 6220 telephone calls re¬ 
ceived for agricultural informa¬ 
tion; 4977 letters written and 59 
radio talks given. There .were 21 
4-H agricultural and home clubs 
with a membership of 243. 


Reviewing activities of his de¬ 
partment for the past 12 months, 
Farm Advisor Harold V\ ahlberg 
Tuesday reported to the board of 
supervisors that the past year has 
been one of great activity in rural 
problems, involving economic, 
marketing, production, community 
and rural home projects. 

A brief summary of the activi¬ 
ties of the department, as pre¬ 
sented by Mr. Wahlberg, follows: 

Stabilization Programs 
The marketing agreements for 
Valencia oranges, walnuts and 
milk, the stabilization codes on 
corn-hogs, sugar beets, potatoes 
and wheat, and the market pro¬ 
rate on sweet potatoes, as well as 
the consideration of stabilization 
programs for avocados, beans and 
other crops, all have required local 
interpretation, grower contacts, 
farm surveys, and organization. 

Agricultural Economics 
Production cost studies were 
made on the principal crops of the 
county, in cooperation with 165 
growers. The crops included and 
the number of years involved are: 
Valencias, 10 years; lemons, 10 
years; walnuts, 7 years; lima 
beans, 7 years; avocados, 6 years; 
poultry, 9 years, and honey, 7 
years. Bulletins covering these 
cost studies are available upon re¬ 
quest. The Orange County Farm 
Accounting association was or¬ 
ganized to make accounting avail¬ 
able to farmers on a low cost co¬ 
operative basis. 


The avocado outlook for the im¬ 
mediate future, as well as the long 
time outlook, has just been issued 
by the agricultural extension 
service in its 1936 annual agri¬ 
cultural outlook for California. 

The report, according to Farm 
Advisor Harold E. Wahlberg, says 
that higher prices are likely to 
prevail for the 1935-36 crop of 
avocados than those received dur¬ 
ing the past season. Unless there 
is considerable improvement in the 
general price level, however, the 
average returns per pound over 
the next several years are likely 
to be as low as the 1934-35 prices. 

Preliminary estimates indicate 
a crop in this state for 1935-36 
of nine million pounds. The crop 
during the season just past 
amounted to 18.720,000 pounds, or 
approximately twice the estimated 
production for 1935-36. The pres¬ 
ent California crop was late, and 
heavy shipments did not begin 
until after the middle of Novem¬ 
ber. This meant a slack period 
between the clean-up of the old 
crop and the new crop shipments, 
which resulted in higher price lev¬ 
els this years than at the begin¬ 
ning of the shipping season in 
1934. Damage to the avocado crop 
in Florida is estimated at 50 to 75 
per cent. All of these factors 
point to fairly good returns for 
the current crop, the report says. 

From a longer-time point of 
view the situation is different. The 
trend of production will probably 
be sharply upward for the next 
four years. In 1935, total acreage 
of avocados in California was 12,- 
975. Of this amount, 4411 acres, 
or 34 per cent of the total, was 
non-bearing. At the present rate 
of increase the bearing acreage 
will reach 12,000 within the next 
four years. 

In 1927 California had only 690 
bearing acres. Each succeeding 
year shows a substantial increase, 
and in 1935 there were 8564 bear¬ 
ing acres. New plantings have 
declined during the past two years, 
and the rate of increase in bear¬ 


ing acreage after 1940 probably 
will be retarded, says the report 
It is apparent, says the report, 
that the avocado industry is 
faced with a definite problem of 
widening its distribution and en¬ 
couraging consumption, and un¬ 
less this is done, further plant¬ 
ings are only justified under re¬ 
duced cost condition.

kind of liquor dispensaries it 
should have. California took a 
lonp step backward when she rel¬ 
egated control to a state board 
which cannot possibly understand 
local conditions in all parts of the 
state.” 

Mr. Smedley also declared him¬ 
self flatly for a state control of 
the liquor business, and a curb¬ 
ing of the number of licenses is¬ 
sued. 

“The solution of the problem 
for the present,” he stated, “will 
probably be found in putting the 
state into the liquor business, 
eliminating private profits, and 
turning the industry into a state 
monopoly. 

“I do not consider that an ideal 
arrangement, but it would prob¬ 
ably be a vast improvement over 
the present situation. 

“As it is,” he said, “we have 
tied our hands as to proper con¬ 
trol, and even proper education 
in the use of alcoholic beverages, 
and generations to come will have 
a right to blame us of the pres¬ 
ent-day for what we are bring¬ 
ing down upon them by our un¬ 
intelligent handling of this tre¬ 
mendous social and economic 
problem.”

THE PRICE OF PROTECTION 

T HE NATION is not easily forgetting the flight of the 
Lindberghs to England. As we realize its full signifi¬ 
cance, we are shocked even more than at first. Opinion 
is somewhat divided on whether the colonel and his wife 
are justified in making this dramatic move to insure the 
safety of their young son. But society is pretty well 
united in the belief that right or wrong, Colonel Lind¬ 
bergh’s sudden decision is a terrible indictment on the ad¬ 
ministration of justice in America. 

And this brings us to the question which has been in 
our mind since the disturbing news of the Lindberghs’ 
self-imposed exile first reached the news telegraph wires 
Monday. It is: 

“Can we expect more when we invest so little?” 

Can America expect to be crime free, or as crime free 
as England is supposed to be, as long as we take so little 
interest in who is at the helm of our government? 

Certainly there can be no lessening in crime traffic 
and racketeering as long as we make heroes of the so 
called “big shots” of the criminal world. And they cer¬ 
tainly will thrive as long as there is an indifferent enforce¬ 
ment of the law, if not an outright conspiracy between 
crooks and law enforcement officers. And certainly law 
enforcement officers will get into office and stay there 
until America pinches itself and wakes up to what is going 
on in this country. 

Higher standards of living must be demanded of our 
public officials, including legislative officials. We have 
been too free and easy with those we have permitted to 
represent us. We have had little respect for the law, of 
course, because those who made, interpreted and enforced 
our law, too often have been of the type that created no 
majesty for it. We have heard it said of certain office 
holders: 

“He gets in on his personality and stays in because 
he is a good fellow.” 

Colonel Lindbergh should have stayed home and 
aroused this country to a point where such blasphemy 
could not endure.
